of deceiving an opponent, Is an ari 
only to be.practised sparingly with 
any hope of success. 

A declarer can afford to ‘fulxe- 
eard to his-heart's content. as ht 
has no partner to mislead, but the 
defence can only'do it with . im- 
punity to a limited extent. 

in practice, false-carding fs, in 
my opinion, rather overdone ° than 
otherwise by good players, so that 
at times the ruse falls to deceive, 
The player who gets away with a 
false-card is one who is not known 
as an inveterate decefver,-and who 
chooses the critical moment. 


CLUB WOMAN'S PLAY 


For example, holding K. Q, x 
over A, J, 10 in dummy, an oppon- 
net who can always be relied on to 
play the King first, often fails to 
deceive because the declarer, know- 
ing his man, may refuse to. taka 
the second finesse, and this may 
well be to the false-carder’s dis- 
advantage.
